That cities and towns must re- 
main ever jealous o£ their trans- 
portation rights is a fact made 
obviously clear by (1) the steady 
reduction in Hope passenger ser- 
vice offered by the Missouri Paci- 
fic, 
and (2) the proposal of the 
'Frisco to discontinue passenger 
business altogether.

Tackett Calls 
for More State 
Power PlanB 


Washington, Jan. 18 —(/P)— An 
answer for a couple of Arkansas' 
industrial problems was proposed 
today by Rep. Tackett (D-Ark). 
The problems: lack of electric 


power and a surplus of slack coal 
in the Western part of the state. 


His solution: build a steam gen- 


erating plant in 
the 
coal 
area 


which, by utilizing the slack coal, 
could produce cheap power. 


Tackett said he hopes to work 


out some plan whereby the govern- 
ment and private groups or inter- 
ests might combine to build the 
plant and market the power. 
There is no market for the lower 


grades of coal mined in western 
Arkansas 
—particularly 
Logan, 


Scott and Sebastian counties — be- 
cause of unfavorable freight rates, 
Tackett told a reporter. As a re- 
sult this coal is just piled on the 
ground. 


On the other hand, he said, the 


state needs more electricity. 
Thus a steam generating plant 


in the area would solve both prob- 
lems, he said. 


"Such a plant could generate a 
great amount of power to supple- 
ment the current produced by hy- 
dro-electric dams in the state," he
